Tile full text of President Hayes' third 
annual message is concluded in the Gazette 
to-day. It is a long document, quite pre­ 
tentious in some respects, but is regarded 
as an able and important State paper. It 
coutalos some prominent points and sig­ 
nificant suggestions, and to accommodate 
those who have neither the time nor tho 
patience to give the message a careful 
reading, we will give In an editorial form 
tho chiel topics discussed by the Presi­ 
dent.

the successful operation of the Resumption 
scheme, and in this connection states the 
fact that there has been 13 millions more 
coin deposited in the Treasury In exchange 
for legal tender notes than there has been 
coin paid out for notes redeemed. 

The President states that the 
balance cl trade in favor of the United 
States since July I, is about OO millions of 
dollars, that is, that much gold has been 
shipped to tills country iii payment for 
goods manufactured hero 
and shipped 
abroad.

In c annual amount of interest 
saved by tne refunding operations of the 
Government since March 1,1377, is a little 
over I i millions of dollars;

President expresses a good deal of satis­

other time since Government bonds were 
issued. 
Fourth, Taere have been about 43 mil­ 
lions of the new silver dollars coined, and 
over ow millions of them are still in the 
Treasury unable to and takers. Tho Pres­ 
ident th ere lore th in is the coinage .of the 
new Sliver dollars should be stopped for 
the present; an I he also urges Congress to 
retrain I re. rn any new legislation on the 
double-bUndard subject, and to let tho cur­ 
rency question remain as it is. 
Fifth. One ot the most important topics 
discussed by the President is the retire­ 
ment el the L ailed Stales notes, on this 
point ac says; “It n my lima conviction 
that the is*ue ol Ijgai tender paper money 
based wholly upon tho credit ut the Gov­ 
ernment, except in extreme emergency, is 
Without warrant in the Constitution, and a 
Violation of sound Lmaucial principles.” To 
To retire these pegai tender notes ho re­ 
gards as quite necessary as a step to be 
taken in our progress toward a safe and 
stable currency which should be accepted 
as the policy aud deity ut tho Government, 
and the interest and security of the peo­ 
ple.

TUE CANAL UKC J ECT. 
Diplomatic intercourse with Colombia is 
again tully restored by the arrival of the 
Minister from that country to the United 
{States. This is especially fortunate in view 
of the fact that the question of an inter­ 
oceanic eauul has recently assumed an 
imjKirtaut aspect and isjuow under discus­ 
sion with the Central Au. cr lean countries, 
through whose territory the canal by the 
Nicaragua route would have to pass. It is 
trusted that enlightened statesmanship on 
their part will see that the early prosecu­ 
tion of such a work will largely inure lo 
the benefit, not only of their own citizens 
and those of tne U nited States, but of the 
commerce of the civilized world. It is not 
doubted that, should the work be uudtr- 
laken under the protecting auspices oi the 
United Slates, and upon satistactory con­ 
cessions for the right of way and its accur 
ity by the Central American Governments, 
lite capital tor its completion would read­ 
ily be furnished lrom this country and 
Europe, which might, failing such guaran­ 
tees, prove inaccessible- 
Diplomatic re­ 
lations with Chili have also been strength­ 
ened by the reception of a Minister from 
(hat country. The war between l ’eru, 
Bolivia, and Chili still continues. 
The 
United States have not deemed it proper 
to interpose in the matter, lurlhcr than to 
Convey lo all the Governments concerned 
the assurance that the inendly cilices oi 
the Government of tho United States tor 
the restoration of peace upon an honorable 
basis will be extended in case the belliger 
eats shall exhibit a readiness lo accept 
tnem. 
Cordial relations continue with 
Brazil and the Argentine Republic, and 
the trade with those countries is improv­ 
ing. 
A provision i«»r regular and more fre­ 
quent mail communication in our ships 
between the ports oi this country aud the 
Nations of South America 8ccms to me to 
deserve the attention of Congress as an 
essential precursor of an enlargement of 
our commerce with them aDd an extension 
of uur carrying trade. 
A recent revolution in Venezuela has 
been followed b»r the establishment of a 
i'royisional Government. This Govern­ 
ment has not yet been formally recognized 
aud it is deemed desirable to await the 
proposed action of the people, which is 
expected to give it the sanction of consti­ 
tutional forms. 
A naval vessel has been sent to the Sa­ 
moan Islands to make surveys and take 
possession of the privileges ceded to the 
United States by {Samoa in the Harbor of 
Bago-Uago. 
A coaling station is to be 
established there, which will be convenient 
and useful to United States vessels: 
The subject of opening diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Uoumania and Senna, now 
become independent sovereignties, is at 
present under consideration, and is the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence. 
There is a gratitying increase of trade 
with nearly ail .European and American 
countries, and it is believed that with judi* 
emus action in regard to its development 
it can and will be still more enhanced, aud 
taal American products and manufactures 
will find new and expanding markets. 
The reports of diplomatic and consular 
ofiiccrs upon this subject, under the system 
now adopted, have resulted in obtaining 
much valuable information, which has 
been and will continue to bu laid before 
Congress and the public lrom time to time. 


TUE CONDITION OF ALASKA. 
Tho third article of the treaty with Rus­ 
sia of March 30, 1307, by which Alaska 
was ceded to the United {States, provides 
that the inhabitants of tho ceded territory, 
with tho exception of Hie uncivilized native 
tribes, shall be admitted to the enjoyment 
of all the rights of citizens of the United 
States, and shall be maintained and pro­ 
tected in the free enjoyment cl their liberty 
or property and religion. The uncivilized 
tribes are subject to such laws and regula­ 
tions as the Uuitcd States may from lime 
to time adopt in regard to the aboriginal 
tribes of that country. 
Both tho obliga­ 
tions of this treaty and the necessities of 


War Department estimates for tho fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1331, are $40,330,- 
123.93, the same being tor a less turn ol 
money than any annual estimate rendered 
to Congress lrom that Department during 
a period of at least twelve years. He con­ 
curs with the General ot 
the Army in 
recommending such legislation as will au­ 
thorize the enlistment oi the lull number 
ut 25 000 men for the line of the army, ex 
elusive of Hie 3,400 men required for de­ 
tached duty, and therefore not available for 
service in the field. He also recommends 
that Congress be asked to provide by law 
for the disposition of a large number of 
abandoned military posts aud reservations 
which, though very valuable in themselves 
have been rendered useless for military 
purposes by the advance of civilization 
and settlement. He unites with the Qdar 
term astcr-G oner a1 in recommending that 
an appropriation be made for the construe 
tlou ol a cheap and perfectly fire-proof 
building for the safe storage of a vast 
amount of money, accounts, vouchers, 
claims, and other valuable records, now In 
the Iiuartermaster-General’s office and ex­ 
posed to great risk of total destruction by 
fire. 
Ho also recommends, in conformity 
with the views of the Judge Advocate Gen 
era!, soul j declaratory legislation in refer­ 
ence to the military statute of limitations, 
as applied to tho crime of desertion. Lu 
these several recommendations I concur. 
The {Secretary of War further reports 
that the work for the Improvement of the 
South Bass of tho Mississippi River, under 
contract with Mr. James B. Kids, made in 
pursuance ot an act of Congress, has been 
prosecuted during the past year with a 
greater measure of success in the attain­ 
ment ol results than during any previous 
year. 
The channel through tho South 
Bass, which, at the beginning of June, 
1875, had a depth of only seven and a h ilt 
feet ot water, had, on the Sib of July, 1879, 
a minimum depth of twenty-six feet, hav­ 
ing a width of not less than twenty-five 
aud a central depth of thirty feet. 
P ay­ 
ments have been made in accordance with 
the statute as the work progressed, amount* 
iug in the aggregate to $4,250,009, and fur­ 
ther payments will become due, as pro­ 
vided by the statute and in the event of 
success in the channel now secured. 
The 
report ol the General of the Army and ct 
his subordinate present a lull aud detailed 
account ol the military operations for the 
repression of hostilities among the Indians 
ol the Ute and Apache tribes, and praise 
is justly awarded to the officers and troops 
engaged tor promptness, skill, and courage 
displayed. 
The past year has been one of 
almost unbroken peace and quiet on the 
Mexican frontier, aud therois reason to be­ 
lieve that the efforts of this Government 
and Mexico to maintain order In that re­ 
gion will prove eminently successful. 
This Department was enabled during 
the past year to find temporary, though 
crowded, accommodations and a safe de­ 
pository for a portion of its records in the 
completed east wing of the building de­ 
signed for the State, War, and Nayy De­ 
partments. The construction of the north 
wing of the building—a part of the struc­ 
ture Intended for the ase of the War De­ 
partm ent—is being carried forward with 
all possible dispatch, and the work should 
receive from Congress such liberal appro­ 
priation as will secure its speedy comple­ 
tion. 
The report of the Secretary of the Navy 
shows continued Improvement in that 
branch of the service during the last fiscal 
year. 
Extensive repairs have been made 
upon vessels, and two new ships have been 
completed and made ready for sea. 
The 
total expenditure of the year ending June 
30,1379, including specific appropriations 
not estimated for by tho Department, were 
$13,555,710.00. The expenses chargeable 
to the year, after deducting tho amount ot 
these specific appropriations, were $13,- 
343,317.79; but this is subject to a reduc­ 
tion of $233,725.99, that amount having 
been drawn upon warrants, but not paid 
out during tho year. 
The amount of 
appropriations applicable to the last fiscal 
year was 14,538,010 17. There was, there­ 
fore, a balance of $1,479,054 37 remaining 
unexpended 
and 
to the credit of the 
Department on June 30,1879. 
The esti­ 
mates for the year ending June 30. 1331, 
are $11,804,147.95, which exceeds the ap­ 
propriations for the appropriations for the 
the present fiscal year $301,807.23. 
The 
reason for this increase is explained in tho 
Secretary's report. 
The appropriations 
available for the present fiscal year are 
$14,502,25007, which will, in the opinion 
of the {Secretary, answer all tho ordinary 
demands of the service. 
The amount 
drawn irorn the Treasury from July I to 
Nov. I, 1379, was $5,770,104.12, ol which 
$ I,095,449.33 has been refunded, leaving 


as the expenditure for that period $4,574,- 
903.79. If tho expenditures for tho remain 
mg two-thirds of the year do not exceed 
the proportion for theso four months, there 
will remain unexpended at the end of the 
fiscal year $477,359.30 of the current ap­ 
propriations. 
The report of tho {Secretary shows the 
gratifying la d that, among all tho disburs­ 
ing officers of the Bay Corps of tho Navy, 
there is not one who is a defaulter to the 
extent of a single dollar. I unite with him 
In recommending 
the removal of the 
Observatory to a more healthlul location. 
That institution rcfiects credit upon the 
Nation, and has obtained the approbation 
of scientific men in all parts of tho world. 
its removal from its present locality would 
not only be conducive to the health of its 
officers and professors, but would greatly 
increase its usefulness. The appropriation 
for judicial expenses which has heretofore 
been made for the Department ot Justice 
rn gross was subdivided at tho last session 
of Congress, and no appropriation whatev­ 
er was made for the payment of the lees of 
Marshals and their deputies cither in the 
service of process or for the discharge of 
other duties, &and 
since J uoo 30 these 
officers hayo continued the performance of 
their dutieywithout compensation from the 
Government, taking upon themselves the 
incidental outlays as well as rendering 
their own services, in only ,a few una­ 
voidable instances has the proper execution 
of the process of tho United {States failed 
by reason ol the absence ol tho requisite 
appropriation. The course ot official con­ 
duct on the part of the officers, highly 
creditable to their fidelity, was advised by 
the Attorney-General, who informed them, 
however, that they would necessarily have 
to rely tor their compensation upon the 
prospect of future legislation by Congress. 
I therefore especially recommend that im­ 
mediate appropriation be made by Con­ 
gress for this purpose. 
Tho act making 
the principal appropriation for the D epart­ 
ment of Justice at previous sessions has 
uniformly contained tho following cause: 
"And for decaying the expenses which 
may be incurred in the enforcement of the 
act approved Feb. 28, 1370, entitled ‘An 
act to amend an act approved May 30, 
1870/ entitled ‘Au act to enforce the right 
of citizens of the United States to vote in 
the several states of tho United States, aud 
for other purposes/ or any acts amendatory1 
thereof or supplementary thereto. 
No 
appropriation was made for the current 
year. As no general election of members 
of Congress occurred, tho omission was a 
matter of little practical Importance. Such 
election will, however, take place during 
the ensuing year, and the appropriation 
made for the pay ot Marshals and Deputies 
should be sufficient to embrace compcnsa' 
lion for the services they may be required 
to perform at such election. 
The business 
of the Supr.me Court is ai present largely 
in arrears. 
It cannot be expected that 
more causes can bo decided than are now 
disposed of rn its annual session, or that by 
any assiduity the distinguished Magistrates 
who compose the Court can accomplish 
more than i3 now done. 
In the Courts of 
many of ike circuits also the business has 
increased to such an extent that the delay 
of justice will call the attention ut Congress 
to an appropriate remedy. 
It is believed 
that all is done in each circuit which can 
iairly be expected lrom its judicial force 
Tho evils arising from delay are leas heavi­ 
ly felt by the United States than by private 
suitors, as its causes are advanced by the 
Courts when it is seen that they inyolve 
the discussions of questions of a public 
character. Tho remedy suggested by the 
Attorney-General is the appointment of 
addditional Circuit Judges, aud the crea­ 
tion of an intermediate Court of Errors 
aDd Appeals, which shall relieve the Su­ 
preme Court of a part of its jurisdiction, 
while a larger force is also abtained for the 
performance of circuit dunes. 
I recom­ 
mend this suggestion to the consideration 
of Congree* 
Ii would seem to afford a 
complete remedy, and would involve, if 
ten additional Circuit Judges are appointed 
au expenditure at the present rate of sal­ 
aries of not more than $00,000 a year, 
which would certainly bo small in com­ 
parison with tho objects to be attained. 
TUE FOST-OFFICE. 
Tho report of the Bostmaster-General 
bears testimony to the general revival of 
business throughout 
the country. The 
receipts of the Bost-Ofllee Department for 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 1379, were 
$30,0ll,932 80, being $701,105.91 
more 
than the revenues of the preceding year. 
The amount realized from the bale of post- 
age-stamps, stamped envelopes, and jiostal 
cards, was $701,405 91 more than in the 
preceding year, and $2,337,559 23 more 
than In 187 7, The expenditures of the 
Department were $3*3.419,899.45, of which 
the sum of $370,101 03 was paid on liabili­ 
ties incurred in preceding years. The 
expenditures during the year were $801,- 
209 77 less than in tho preceding year. 
This reduction is to bo attributed mainly 
to the operation ot the law passed June 17 
1373, changing the compensation of Bost- 
masters lrom a commission on the value oi 
stamps sold, to a commission on stamps 
canceled. The amount drawn from the 
Treasury on appropriations, in addition to 
the revenues oi the Department, was $3, 
031,454.91, bciDg $2,270,197.80 less than in 
the preceding year. The expenditures for 
the fiscal year euding June 30, 1331, are 
estimated at $39,920,’.>00, and the receipts 
from all sources at $32,210,000, leaving a 
deficiency to be appropriated for out of the 
Treasury of $7*710,900. The relations of 
the Department with the railroad compan­ 
ies have been harmonized,notwithstanding 
the general reduction by Congress of their 
compensation by the appropriation for 
general facilities, and the railway postal 
lines have been greatly extended, espec­ 
ially in the Southern {States. The interests 
of the railway mail service would be great- 
y promoted and tho expenditures could be 
readily controlled by the classification of 
the employes of the railway mail service, 
as recommended by the Bostmaster-Gen­ 
eral, the appropriations for service with 
respect to which the maximum limit is 
already fixed by law to be made in gross. 
The Bostmaster-General recommends an 
amendment to the law regulating an in­ 
crease of compensation for increased ser­ 
vice and increased speed on star routes, so 
as to enable him to advertise for proposals 
for such increased service and speed. He 
also suggests the advantages to accrue to 
the commerce of tho country from the 
enactment of a general law authorizing 
contracts with American built steamers 
carrying the American flag for transporting 
the mail between the Uuited {States and 
parts of the West Indies and {South America 
a-: a fixed maximum price per mile, the 
amount to be expended being regulated by 
annual appropriations rn like manner with 
the amount for the domestic atar service. 
The arrangement made by the Bostmaster- 
General and the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the collection of duties on books re­ 
ceived in the mail from foreign countries 
has proved so satisfactory in its practical 
operation that the recommendation is now 
made that Congress extend the provisions 
of the act of March 3, 1379, under 
which 
this arrangement was made, so 
as to apply to all other dutiable articles 
received in the mails, from foreign coun­ 
tries 


TMK INDIANS. 
The reports of the {Secretary of the In­ 
terior aud of the Commissioner of indian 


Affairs, setting forth the present state of 
our relations with tho Indian tribes on our 
territory, the measures taken to advance 
their civilization and prosperity, and the 
progress already achieved by them, will be 
found of more than ordinary interest. The 
general conduct of our Indian population 
has been bo satisfactory that the occurrence 
of two disturbance which resulted in 
bloodshed and destruction of property is 
all the more to be lamented. The history 
of the outbreak on tho White River Ute 
Iteseryatioa in Western Colorado has be­ 
come so familiar by elaborate reports in tho 
public press that its remarkable incidents 
need not be stated here in detail. It is 
expected that tho settlement ot this difficul­ 
ty will lead to such arrangements as will 
prevent further hostile contests between 
the Indians and the border settlements in 
Western Colorado. The other disturbances 
occurred at the Mescalero Agency in New 
Mexico, where Victoria, tho head of a 
small band of marauders, after committing 
many atrocities, being vigorously chased 
by a military force, made his way across 
the Mexican border, and is now on a for­ 
eign soil. 
While these occurrences, in 
which a comparatively small number of 
Indians were engaged, are most deplorable. 
A vast majority of our Indian population 
have fully justified the expectations of 
those who believe that by humane and 
peaceful influences tho Indian can be led 
to abandon the habits ut sayage lite, and 
to develop a capacity for useful and civil­ 
ized occupations. 
What they have already 
accomplished is shown in the pursuit of 
agricultural and mechanical work. The 
remarkable success which has attended the 
experiment ot employing as freighters a 
class of Indians hitherto counted amoog 
the 
wildest 
and 
most 
intractable, 
and 
the 
general 
and 
urgent 
desire expressed by them for the education 
of their children, may be taken as sullicient 
proof that they will be found capable of 
accomplishing much more if they continue 
to be wisely and fairly guided. The Indi­ 
an policy sketched in the report of the 
{Secretary of the Interior, the object of 
which is to make liberal provision for the 
education ot Indian youth, to settle the 
Indians upon farm lots in severally, to 
give them title in tee to tneir farms inalien- 
able for a certain number of years, and 
when their wants are thus provided for to 
dispose by sale of the lands on their reser- 
uations not occupied and used by them, a 
fund to be formed out of the proceeds for 
the benefit or the Indians, which will grad­ 
ually relieve the Government ot the ex­ 
penses now provided for by annual appro* 
priations, must commend Itself as just and 
beneficial to tho Indians, and as also calcu­ 
lated to remove those obstructions which 
the existence ot large reservations presents 
to the settlement and development of the 
country. I therefore earnestly recommend 
the enactment of a law enabling the Gov­ 
ernment to give Indians a title in fee ina­ 
lienable for twenty-five years to the farm 
lands assigned to them by allotment. I 
also repeat the recommendation in my first 
annual message that a law bo passed ad­ 
mitting Indians who can give satisfactory 
proof ot having, by their own labor, sup­ 
ported their families for a number of years, 
and who arc willing to detach themselves 
from their tribal relations, to the benefit ot 
tho Homestead act, and to grant them pat- 
ents containing the same provision of ina­ 
lienability for a certain period. 
The experiment of sending a number of 
Indian children of both sexes to the Hamp­ 
ton Norma1, and Agricultural Institute in 
Virginia, to receive elementary English 
education and practical 
instruction in 
tanning and other useful industries, has 
led to results so promising, that it wa3 
thought expedient to turn over the caval­ 
ry barracks at Carlisle, in Bennsylvama, to 
the Interior Department tor the establish­ 
ment of an Indian school on a larger scale. 
The school has now 153 pupils, selected 
lrom various tribes, and is In lull opera­ 
tion. 
Arrangements are also made for tho edu­ 
cation of a number of Indian boys and 
girls belonging to tribes on the Bacific 
slope in a similar manner, at Forest Grove, 
in Orogon. These institutions will com­ 
mend themselves to the liberality of Con­ 
gress and to tho philanthropic munificence 
of the American people. 
hast spring information was received of 
the organization ot an extensive movement 
to the Western {States, the object of which 
was the occupation by unauthorized per­ 
sons ot certain lands in the Indian Terri­ 
tory ceded by the Cherokees to tho Gov­ 
ernment tor the purpose ot settlement by 
other Indian tribes. Un the 29th of April 
I issued a proclamation warning all per­ 
sons against participation in such an at­ 
tempt, and by the co-operation oi a mili­ 
tary force the invasion was promptly 
checked. It is my purpose to protect the 
rights of the Indian inhabitants of that 
Territory to the full extent of the Execu­ 
tive ; but it would be unwise to ignore the 
taut that a Territory so large and so fertile, 
with a population so sparse, and so great a 
wealth of unused resources, will be found 
more exposed to the repetition of such at­ 
tempts as happened this year when the 
surrounding {States were most densely set­ 
tled, and the westward movement of our 
population looks still more eagerly for 
fresh lands to occupy. Under such circum­ 
stances the difficulty ot maintaining the 
ludian Territory in its present state will 
greatly Increase, and the Indian tribes in­ 
habiting it would do well to prepare for 
such a contingency. I therefore fully ap­ 
prove of the advice given to them by tho 
{Secretary of tho Interior on a recent occa­ 
sion to divide among themselves, in sever­ 
alty, as large a quantity of their lands as 
they can cultivate, to acquire individual 
title in fee, instead of their present tribal 
ownership in common, and consider in 
what manner the balance of their lands 
may be disposed of by the Government 
for their benefit. By adopting such a pol- 
icy they would more certainly secure for 
themselves the value of their possessions, 
and at the same time promote their pro­ 
gress in civilization and prosperity than by 
endeavoring to perpetuate the present 
state of things in the Territory. 
The question whether a change in the 
control if the Indian service should be 
made, was, in the Forty-fifth Congress, 
referred to a Joint Committee of both 
houses for inquiry and report. In my last 
annual message I expressed the hope that 
tho decision of that question, then in pros­ 
pect, would arrest further agitation ot this 
subject, such agitation being apt to pro­ 
duce a disturbing effect upon the service 
as well as the Indians themselves. 
{Since 
then, the Committee haying reported, tne 
question has been decided in the negativo 
by a vote in the House ot Representatives. 
For the reason here stated, aud in view of 
the tact that lunker uncertainty on this 
point will be calculated to obstruct other 
much needed legislation, to weaken the 
discipline of the service and to unsettle 
salutary measures now in progress for the 
government and improvement of the Indi* 
ans. I respectfully recommend that the 
decision arrived at by Congress at the last 
session bo permitted to stand.

I noticed In your Saturday's paper that 
the Waupun Times contradicts a statement 
that I made in a sermon I preached on

this—speaking of the number of life mem­ 
bers in the Mate Prison, I said: “One of 
these is a physician who was sent there for 
killing his wife. It is raid that he put out 
of tho way three of his wives that his ap­ 
petite tor depraved lust might be gratified. 
Not long since a friend of mine saw and 
conversed with him. Said be. ‘Doctor, are 
yoa not lonesome here ?’ 
He answered, 
‘No, sir, I have a good practice here in my 
profession. (He is the physician for the 
Prison.) I never had abetter practice. 
I have plenty to cat and’dnnlc, a comfort­ 
able bed, have good health. This Is my 
world—I am as happy here as I could be 
anywhere.* ’* 
What I want to say is this; 
Tho friend 
of mine was, at the time he visited Wan 
pun Prison, and conversed with tim mao, 
a member of the State Board of Charities 
and visited tho prison, I suppose,officially, 
and must have known what ho w as saying. 
What he said about it was in a public 
address upon a reform subject, and scores 
of other people heard him say it aud more 
over he is a man of strict integrity, aud 
the soul of honor; aud I have every reason 
to believe that he told the truth ss it was 
then. Neither ho nor I gave the Hume ol 
the physician, but many seem to think it 
must have been Duval, at least the Times 
seems to suppose so. 
But what docs it matter ? Is the Wau­ 
pun Times .hurt ? Docs that paper, or 
some one who wrote that little denial, want 
to use mistakes as an argument against 
capital punishment ? If so, give us a fair 
cha nee and wo will meet it. I did not 
suppose that it was the fault of anybody in 
Waupun. It is the law as it is in Wiscon­ 
sin that we oppose. No man is more glad 
than I if it is a truth, that criminals are 
not put in responsible positions such us 
physicians, or any other responsible place. 
They are prisoners. 
Keep them an such 
and let ahem feel the disgrace of it.
